FRUIT ON LEAVES

But re- 
member that the -Virginia creeper 
is a five-leaved vine that grows up 
the side of woodland trees—and not 
| the three-leaved vine. One house- 
wife, more enthusiastic than wise, 
gathered some very pretty leaves to 
use for garnishing fruit and carried 
them home, only to learn to her sor- 
ow that they were leaves of poison 
ivy. Hundreds of little blisters on 
her hands taught her her mistake. 
Virginia creeper leaves turn a gor- 
geous red later in the summer, and 
they are most attractive when just 
half green and half red. There 
are even some weeds that have very 
g00d leaves’ for this purpose. They 
should be selected with some care, 
for each leaf should be perfect, and 
of course it should be well washed 
before being used for this purpose. 
One “cannot use fruit for decora- 
tive purposes so much in summer 
4s in-«~winter, for the reason that 
when left in a warm living or din- 
ing room it soon spoils. However, 
you may put fruit on the breakfast 
table in the natural state, cultivat- 
ing the habit in your family for 
eating fruit “in the skin.” There 
could be nothing prettier for a 
breakfast centerpiece’ than a ‘dish 
of assorted “tfruit, laid on fine green 
leaves. When you can manage to 
do iso, it is nice to use the leaves 
that belong to the fruit—and this 
is‘ sometimes possible with plums, 
grapes, apples and” currants.
